A recent Fortnightly Review con- 


tains a paper on "Russia's Great Naval 
Enterprise; the Establishment of In- 
tercourse between the Baltic and the 
Black Sea." It is another reminder of 
the colossal industrial undertakings to 
which Russia is devoting her energies. 
The Siberian railway, constructed at s> 
total cost of 400 million roubles,' is no 
sooner within Sight of completion than, 
this gigantic waterway, which "Is to 
cost £20,000,000 and to take five years, 
at least, in construction, la designed. 


From the writer's description it ap- 


pears that there Is already water cow- 
mnnlcatibn over most of the proposed 
route. The waterway begins at Do**- 
munde In the Gulf of Riga. It ascend* 
the Duna, or Dwlna, to Polotsk; it fol- 
lows a canal which connects tile Dona. 
and Bereelna; it proceeds down the 
Beresina to its confluence with the 
Dnieper, and down the , Dnieper 
te 
Bkaterinoslav. There navigation is 
at present InterrBpted by rapids for 
about forty miles,; and this tract offers 
the chief engineering dlnlcull^.; The 
Dnieper is navigable for the rest ^ofthQ 
way. The new waterway is to be t^ren-i 
ty-eight feet deep throughout—one foot * 
deeper than the Suez'Canal. The deep- 
ening of the Duna offers. no seriont 
difficulty; nor driving a deeper furrow 
through the marsh hinds between the 
Duna and the Beresina. The latter 
river and also the Dnieper in parts'win 
have to be deepened. The one hundred 
and fifty miles from Kiev to Ekateri-, 
noslav are navigable by ships of r 
draught; and the two hundred' -.1..^. 
from Alexandrovsk to Kherson admit 
of the passage of vessels of moderate 
draught: The hew canal that wTO hawa 
to be cut Is that required alongside tha 
forty miles of Dnieper rapids between 
.Ekaterlnoslav and Alexandrovsk. The 
whole dlstance-'frdm the Baltic to the 
Black Sea is .nine hundred and ninety- 
four mllea, or, roughly speaking, a 
thousand miles.
